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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art(s) reference of record Kahovcova et al (CS 248922) and Kozikowski 

et al ( Tetrahedron letters, 28/43,5125-8(1087)) teach making of compounds consisting either 

dimethyloxiranyl or indole ring equivalent to instant Ar I ring. 

None of the references indicate or suggest to arrive at the elected invention wherein AR I 

consists of Oxazolyl or Quinolinyl groups. 

Therefore, the invention of compounds Group XII is deemed to be novel and patentably 

distinct.
